Ing of tlie heavy guns during tlio at- 
lacks on llio forts at Now Bedfonl and 
tilboin tlicSoundcould be plainly heard 
and fell here, fivery night Newport 
has I teen expecting lo be awnkened by 
the crashing of iho big guns and mor- 
tar batteries MI Fort Adams and Fort 
Welherlll bnl us yet tlio Heel has given 
Ihe fortifications hero a wide berth, 


Tlie first hobllle demonstration of the 


"war" occuned In Newport comity, at 
Block Island, where tlio hostile fleet 
ttelzed the Island as a base, destroyed 
Die signal station and captured Die 
operators ami guards of Ihe station. It 
was early Monday morning that tlie 
residents of tlie Island discovered tho 
ships of the North Atlantic squadron 
making in for the Island and when tlie 
shore was reached tho powerful bat lie- 
ship MuKsachusells cruised' along tlie 
beach and to the entrance of tlie new 
harbor,flrlng quick broadsides from her 
secondary battery and from her llghter 
rapid fire gum*. Under cover of.thls lire 
detachments of marines were landed 
.from all the ships and with a nerles of 
quick rushes carried Ihe slope'of Bea- 
.con Hill, where 
was .located 'the 


Marconi wireless telegraph station, and 
captured tlie two men who remained at 
Ihelr posts. 
Two others were subsc- 


que'nlU' captured in u barn but tlie ottl- 
cer In command cwaped. .Tlie Island 
has since been occupied by a,detail of 
marines who have established a camp 
there ami the fleet has used the Island 
for its headquarters. 


During tho hours of darkness tlie 


larger ships of tlie fleet have slipped 
out for Ihe purpose of shelling the 
forts along the sound. Tuesday night 
Fort Fisher In Long Island sound was 
tlie object of attack and a brisk bom- 
bardment took place, being promptly 
responded to by the defenderu of the 
post, In .this engagement the army 
claims the victory, alleging that they 
sunk three of tlie attacking shl psby 
llio use of mines In thu channel. 
Wednesday night Kort Rodman, near 
New Bedford, was tho object of the 
sorlle from Block Island under cover 
of darkness and lliu sharpest engage- 
ment of the war took place. Again the 
army claims tho victory, but It must ho 
remembered that the navy's side of 
these engagements has not yet been 
made public. In Ihls battle the cruiser 
Brooklyn struck a rock and was some- 
what damaged but lo exactly how 
great an extent lu not yet known. 


Thumlay night was generally quiet,

They had 
printed it as a joke in th* column "Kon of 
the l>ay." 


Porileigh was a failure, a double distilled 


failure, so he told hinuelf bitterly,- He had 
tried to become an author and tie! thincs 
accepted, ami had lie«n sent uumWrless re- 
fusal slips. He had tried to get a collection 
of refusal slips and the editors insisted on 
accepting everything he \vro:e. and trying 
to make an author of him. 


Popleigh was furious. 
He consigned his 


immense collection of elegantly -word «1 re- 
fusal slips to a Kick yard bonlire, returned 
the nine checks to the publishers, and regis- 
tered a solemn vow never again to have any- 
thing lo do with literature. 


And this is the reason, if you are a sub- 


scriber to the Religious Era, the Farmers' 
Weekly, or the Pugilists' Review, that you 
have seen nothing of Ut« from the pcu of 
Popleigh.—Boston Globe

Ho could easily dasli 
on Corinth If ho wanted to, but Instead 
of doing RO mnrcliod northeast and 
.was debating tho question of dodging 
by Grant and cnrrylng'his troops to 
Jirngg In TenncBBCc. At (lie last mo- 
ment ho decided to attack Grant nt 
Corinth and went Into camp at luka, 
thirty mllCB cast of thnt point, to wait 
for General Vnn Dorn's column to Join 
his. 


While Pries was waiting for Van 


Doni to c«no Grant decided lo dispose 
of his audacious enemy, lie Bont out 
two divisions to attnck luka from tho 
aotith and n third division to attack 
from tlio west. It wna a plan for a 
large battle, but Price didn't wait to 
•eo tho affair through. One brigade of 
Grant's did about all of tlio fighting on

Toward tho close of Sept. 10 General

Colonel Wliltfleld's Confederate regi-

Ills men bad already tnstcd 
the canister, but ho ordered them to 
chargo tho guns at all hnuirds. They 
moved onward in an oblique course, 
joined by pnrts of two regiments tbnt 
Tvero directly In front.

When tho cnnfstcr gave out nnd the 


Confederates had overrun the battery, 
bayoneting every man who refused to 
surrender, n few of tho more desperate 
who were the least hurt dragged tlicin- 
nelvca to the trail of three of the can- 
non and spiked them. Some were 
killed In the attempt to spoil tho re- 
maining guns the same wny. 


The enemy didn't enjoy his triumph 


long, for the fresh Federal brigade of 
General Mower, with some of San- 
born's men, drove tho Tc.xnns away. 
Around the guns lay eighteen dead 
Ohloans, killed with bayonets as they 
defended tbo pieces hand to hand. Out 
of fifty-four cannoneers who handled 
the guns forty-six had been killed or 
disabled. 
In the teams slity horses 


out of seventy-two had been killed or 
disabled and six drivers wounded. 
It 


would be tard lo find equal fighting In 
uny battery during tho whole war.- It 
took a dozen average artillery fights for 
a crack battery to score a list of victims 
matching that of the Eleventh Ohio 
battery In the action fought while tlie 
sun was going down at luka forty 
years ago. 


The battery fired away 100 rounds of 


canister, and the Confederates who 
made the first two charges had been 
frightfully punished. Wit Ii a few more 
rounds perhaps the brave cannoneers

. through. The Confederates recaptured 


the guns In a fourth charge, but did not 
lake them from the battlefield. 


The Inst charge of the Confederates 


ended the' battle of lul.n. They were 
driven back. The storm of battle lulled, 
and the Federals went into bivouac In 


i sight of the Confederates burying their 


der.O. The Federals prepared to take 
up the fisht on the 20th, but during the 
night Price's army retreated, leaving 
the Ohio guns, like grim sentinels, on 
the first line of battle.'

Tlously Injured. 


.President Hoosevelt lilmselt was 


•btdly sunken up, hut received only a 
.slight facial.bruise. Secrelnry Cort?l- 


you, 
who occupied u seat directly op- 


poslte the chief executive In the landau, 
sustained a minor wound in tlie back 
•of the head, and Governor Crane, who 
tat beside the president,: extricated 
himself from the wreck practically 
without a scratch. The carriage was 
demolished by the Impact of the rapidly 
moving car and the wheel horse on Ihe 
side nearest the ear was killed nut- 
right. The crew and passengers of the 
.itreet car escaped injury. 


The president and parly were driv- 


ing from this city to Lenox through 
:South street, which was lined with 
cheering people, arid the catastrophe 
•occurred in the plain view of hundreds 
whoso happiness at the advent of the 
nation's chief wag suddenly turned to 
poignant grief. 


Just at the foot of Howard hill therond 


'tends a little and teams arc compelled 
to cross the street railway tracks to 
the east side. The railroad then con- 
tinues at one side of the street Instead 


• of in the cculre. Just at this point the

The trolley ear cippronched Ihe i-oaJ

side of the chief executive's carriage 
rode two mounted troopers of the lec.il 
cavalry company and the horsumnn 
on the left of the landau had turned un- 
to the track, with the trolley car imme- 
diately behind, then though some 
•yards distant. Alarmed by the clang- 
ing gong they both turned in their 
saddles and waved vigorously to the 
motorman to stop his car. 
Almost at 


the same Instant Governor Crane rose 
to his feet and likewise motioned to the 


• motorman. 


The latter desperately tried to stop 


his car, bnt it was too late. It crashed 
Into the carriage as a loud moan went 
tip from the frenzied onlookers who 


• thronged the roadside, and who hut a 
moment before were cheering the presi- 
dent. The horsemen managed to get 
their frightened animals oiit of the wny 
Just in time and the car struck the rea

wheel of the carriage on the left f,ide 
aM ploughed through to the 
front 


•wheel of the vehicle, which received 
the full force of the blow. 


The carriage was upset in the twink- 


ling of an eye and one horse fell deal 
on tie tracks. The other three power 
ful grays attached to the vehicle started 
to run and dragged by them and pushe< 
by the force of the car the wreckei 
carriage _was moved 30 or 40 feet 
Agent Craig fell from his seat tirmio- 
dlately In front of the car and 
passed completely 
over his body 


Driver Pratt, In falling, 
struck the 


dead horse immediately in front of him 
and rolled off clear of the car, thus 
escaping a similar fate. 
President 


Roosevelt, Governor Crane and Secre- 
tary Cortelyou were thrown together in 
the bottom of their carriage. 


Almost instantly a score of men 


Jumped to the heads of the frightened 
horses and stopped their further prog- 
ress. Governor Crane was the first to 
get to his feet, escaping entiely 
un- 


hurt, lie turned immediately to Hi? 
president, helped the latter to arisi> and - 
together they assisted Secretary Cor'rl- 


yon. 
The president's lip was cut and 


blood was flowing from tT.e vvoiiud. 
His clothing was much disarranged 
and he was severely shaken up. Secre- 
tary Cortelyou had a severe wound in 
the back of his licad from which lilooil 
was flowing freely. 
The president 


quickly regained his composure nnd 
the three soon after repaired to the 
residence of Charles K. Stevens. 


But a few moments after the col- 


lision three doctors arrived and ar- 
tended the president nnd his secretary. 
Half an hour Inter the party resumed 
the Journey to Lenox.

Is dry, lint wliieli, 
actually, with shallow furrows over an 
irrigation hardpan. boeomos too often 
saturated over uoarly tho \vholo si«ce 
between the trees. 


The use of cement in the construc- 


tion of flumes has largely Increased In 
the practice of fruit growers in tho 
older irrigated regions of the Pacific 
const, because by moans of locally de- 
vised machinery tho cement flume has 
been clieajiened so that Its first cost 
Is less tlmn that of tho lumber flume 
when suitably durable timber Is high.
